The school superintendents' meeting will 


ba held af Providence next Thursday at ten. 
o'clock. The subjects for discussion are, 
compulsory attendance, duties of town su- 
perintendents, ventilation and arithmetic. 


The boattiful iuequaliticii of our legal sys- 


tem, or riithor, our legel muddle are well 
illustrated, by tivo sjutancoa pronounced 
last Wednesday in New York city. John 
Gibney, for tho murder of a policeman, was 
sentenced to two years imprisonment, and 
G jorgo Williams, for highway robbery, was 
sentenced to ten years imprisonment. 


Xha mixed class system in public schools is 


open to objections in largo cities that do not 
oiist in country towns or even in cities of 
tho size of Newport. In Now York tho 
system was abolished .some time ago; but it 
has prevailed iu Brooklyn till within a few 
days. It gave rise to many complaints from 
parents, and it is said to have materially 


tfftiru in simple, but it involves the nboli- 
tlou uf Congressional appointments, and tho 
ide» that n corporal's guard of Congress, 
men would volniatarily divwt themselves of 
a single ponjuiutt for th« good of the conn- 
try in ludicrous in the extreme. By not of 
Congress the President bu appointed mili- 
tary instructors at a number of colleges. Let 
this system be so remodeled that these in- 
structors shall bo few but evenly distributed 
For instance, one at Norwich University and 
ono at Yale or Amherst, would do for Now 
England, and a couple more would answer 
for the state of Now York. Let Iho instrue. 
lion under these military tutors bo volunta- 
ry and let West Point bo thrown open to all 
persons who have boon under one of these 
instructors for oue year or two years aud 
who can bring a recommendation from such 
tutor. 


At West Point tho cadets should receive 


no salary and might be charged a reasonable 
sum for tuition. The standard of admission 
should be materially raised. Each Summer 
tho faculty, or a special board of examiners, 
should select from the graduating class as 
many cadets nsiniglit bo needed in the army 
and upon being commissioned those might 
bo reimbursed by tho government for' the 
expenses of their education, while for tho 
rest tho government would not be at an}' 
expense. 


Tho advantages of the system we propose 


are many. 
Tho government would have a 


larger number of young men to select from 
and might get better oflicers,—oiliccrs select- 
ed, not alouo for scholarship, but for their 
professional enthusiasm and their executive 
abilities. The government would bo required 
to pay the espouses of only tho best men 
and only so many as might iii any one year 
bo wanted. 
Congressmen would have ouo 


less means of bribery. 
The young men in 


question would be much more equitably 
treated. There are scores of young men to- 
day in stores a'ld offices and colleges who 
would gladly pay for their own educa- 
tion for the sako of competing for a com- 
mission in the army and mauy of these 
have

tastes 
and 
capacities 
for 


making good oflicurs, but they arc 
do- 


barred the privilege of entering tho race be- 
cause their fathers aro not tho henchmen 
of the Hon. Messrs A, B aud C. Ou the

Now,<hero is a sad slato of 


affairs. Some forty or fifty young men have 
received from tho government eighty or a 
hundred thousand dollars in money besides 
being 
thoroughly 
educated gratis in o 


school whose fame has extended far beyond 
tho confines of our own country, who are 
anxious to make some return for this boun- 
ty, but aro likely to be deprived of tho op- 
portunity because this country doesn't want 
tham. 


This statement of affairs is enough to 


show that our system of making officers is 
snmbersomo out} expensive. But this does 
not show ono .half tho evils connected with 
tin system. Tho cadets aro appointed on 
tha recommendation of Itepresontatives in 
Congress. A. few Itepvesontatives give their 
recommendation to the person who passes 
the best oxanmmtion at a competitive trial 
before disinterested judges, but the great 
majority use these appointments for secur- 
ing political influence.

EXPLOSION OF CARBONIC Acin GAS.—An 


explosion of carbonic acid gas occurred yester- 
day afternoon at tho Torpedo Station, which 
created a consternation until the fact be- 
came known that nobody was injured. 
It 


appears that carbonic acid gas is used as a 
propelling power for the Lay torpedo, and 
is confined in elongated cylindrical shaped 
receptacles constructed of iron. This gas is 
manufactured at the- chemical department 
of tho station, whence it was conveyed in a 
wheelbarrow, a considerable distance, to 
the house in which tho Lay torpedo is kept, 
only half an hour previous to the explosion. 
Pour receptacles containing tho gas were 
ready for insertion into tho torpedo boat, 
ono of which exploded with terrific force,al- 
most demolishing the btiilding,fragments of 
which were found several hundred feet dis- 
tant. Tho cause of tho accident is altrib 
uted to an overcharge of tho gas.

OULTUBE OF BEANS. 


As an additional answer to some roeeut 


inquiries relative to the culture of beans, 
tlio following practical remarks from ft cor- 
respondent in central India lire herewith 
given. The first requujito for a beau crop is 
thorough preporatiou of the ground. Jlerms 
cannot bo sufficiently raised among clods or 
weeds. The ground should bo jundo very 
mellow by repeated rolling and harrowing. 
My own plan has then been to rim light fur- 
rows about twenty inches apart, and follow 
in these with a com drill, pi anting the beans 
three or four inches apart in the row. 
(The 


brush must be taken out ol the drill-box, 
and the orifice where the brush is fastened 
must be cut out or filed out, in order to 
plant them 
!>o thick.) 
This will re- 


quire between three mid four pecks to the 
acre, varying to the sixo of the beans. 
Im- 


mediately after planting, the ground should 
be harrowed again, 


Benus will usually come up in three to 


five days from the time of planting. The 
after-culture which I have practiced is plow- 
ing twice between the rows with a steady 
horse, a careful plowman, and a very nar- 
row single shovel plow. The cultivation 
should cease as soon as the benns begin to 
blossom. I have found from the 1st to the 
5th of June to bo a very good time for plant- 
ing; they will then ripou about the last of 
August, and the ground emi be easily made 
ready for a wheat crop. The yield varies 
greatly, according to the season; 1"> bushels 
per acre is considered by ratmy as a fair 
yield, but from 20 to yo bushels can be 
raised iu a favorable ycnr by proper cave 
and attention.

Buftns require a good soil, which

fiorrrsanondingly b=mrJl. 
Seed beaus puri 


chasecl from the stores should bo tested by 
sprouting a few before planting the crop, as 
tboy sometimes heat in bulk and will not 
grow. 


L.VRKE OKCUAED.—Mr.B.G.Briggs of Yuba 


City, Gal, has the largest orchard probably 
in that state, if not iu the United States. 
He has a eolitPbloek of fruit 'rues covering 
210 aerer. The soil is a light, sandy loam, 
and is always cultivated with plows through 
the whole-season. A correspondent writes 
that there are 8000 peach trees, of 1G varie- 
ties (1000 boiug of one variety, thn -Bed 
May), 3000 apricot trees, of 12 varieties; 
4000 choiry trees of 12 varieties; 7000 plum 
trees, of 15 sorts; 2000 nppla trees, of only 
8 varieties; 1000 pear trees mostly Bartlotts; 
lilOO "cherry plum" (P. 'myrobolaua',) trees, 
and 150 June (Jaime native) plum trees. 
There are also 1500 walnut trees (JngUuis 
regia) of throe .sorts. 
The cost of the land 


was about §17,000; total cost for orchard, 
land and all, is less than $30,000, imd the 
estimated value is §50,000.
